3. Claims 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 16, 17, 20, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

US *650 teaches isolating immune cells from a patient, exposing the cells to an activating 
agent, and reintroducing the cells to the patient. This method is xised to treat autoimmune 
diseases such as rheumatoid arthritis, multiple sclerosis, inflammatory bowel disease, diabetes, 
Sjogren's syndrome and other autoimmxme diseases (see pages 13 and 14). The immune cells 
can be PBMCs (see paragraph 95). The immune cells are specifically taught to be CD4+ and 
CD8+ cells. NK T cells are not specifically disclosed; however, these cells would inherently be 
foimd in the PBMCs.. The activating agents are anti-CD2, anti-Cd3 and TGF-beta (see paragraph 
98). The reference specifically teaches against using IL-2 (see paragraph 104); thus, claims 
drawn to using this activating agent are consider allowable over this reference. 

5. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 10, 11, 14, 15, 18, 19, 22 and 23 are rejected. Claims 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 
16, 17, 20, and 21 are objected to.
